Yefterday a Court of Directors was held at the Eat 
India Houfe, for the purpofe of reading overland dif- 
patches. 

On sth March, Gen. Harris, with the army of Car- 
natic entered the Myfore country ; the 1oth, he was on 
his way to Seringapatam, where he expected to arrive 
the 24th. Three hill forts, neceflary to poflefs for the 
fafety of our convoys, were taken without oppofition. 
Tippoo haraffed our army the lait day’s march, but the 
Nizam’s troops, the principal objeét of attack, behaved 
well, and repulfed them. A body of the enemy’s horle 
broke in and attacked a company of our infantry, and 
did confiderabl¢ execution, wounding Severely its com- 
manding officer; Lieutenant Reynolds. 

The Malabar army, under Gen. Stuart, marched 
from Cannanore the 2#{t February, and afcended the 
Ghauts the 25th. ‘The 6th March the advanced bri- 
gade, under Lieut. Col. Montrefor, 3600 men, was 
attacked at Seederfere by 12,000 of Tippoo’s army. 
The Britith force, afllted towards the clofe of the 
action by the flank companies of the 75th regiment, and 
700 rank and file of the 77th, after a'long and obftinate 
-contelt, ia which we loft +43 men, fucceeded’ com- 
pletely in repulfing the enemy. Capt. Thomfon is faid 
to be among the number of the dead ; Capt. Skell is 
mifficg, and Lieutenants Lighton, Roome, Wilkinfon, 
and Eldridge, are wounded. 'Tippoo brought with him 
from'Seringapatam from 20,000 to 25,000 men, and 
his lofs is eftimated at 2500. Among thefe are feveral 
men of diftiné&ion killed, and fome wounded officers 
made prifoners. Mezam Khan Bhuckfhy, and the 
Commander of a kutchery, is the prifoner of the greateft 
rank, Meer Ghozar is among{t the flain, aad the 
Benky Nabob. 

After the action our troops fell back to a more ad- 
vantageous poft, and were to remain on the defenfive 
until they heard from General Harris.

COMBINED FLEETS. 

The mofter of the Lady Harrier Packet, arrived at 
Falmouth, ftates, that.on 29th July, 2a leagues from 
the Rock of Lifbon, at day-light, he difcovered a fleet 
on the lee-bow, confifling of 49 fail, {teering a north- 
welt courfe, which he took to be men of war, chiefly 
large thips ; and on computing the time that the French 
fleet failed from Cadiz, there is every reafon to fuppofe 
they were the enemy ; but as the number does not cor- 
refpond with the accounts received at Lifbon, it is ima- 
gined they muft have been joined by fome Spaniards, 
as it was not probable Lord Keith could be fo far 
advanced ; for it was reported at Lifbon, that the 
French fleet confifting of 25 fail of the line, 6 fri-, 
gates, and 7 ‘cutters, failed from Cadiz the roth ult. 
for Breft, and that Lord Keith, with the Britith fleet, 
from 36 to 40 fail of the line, was feen the 16th ult.

: On Lord Nelfon’s going on fhore, he found that 
Cardinal Ruffo had concluded a very. difgraceful con- 
vention with the French and the Neapolitan rebels. His 
Lordhhip declared, that not having been ratified by his 
Majefty’s authority, the treaty was null and void. One 
of the firft articles in it was to grant a parden to Ad- 
mitral Prince Caraccioli, the chief of the revolutionary 
party. Lord Nelfon ordered the Prince to be imme- 
diately arrefted, and carried on board the Neapolitan 
frigate the Menervay where he was tried by a Court 
Martial, and hanged within twenty-four hours after fen- 
tence was pronounced. 

Cardinal Ruffo had, moreover, granted permiflion to 
the French to carry feveral valuables out of the country, 
which were not their lawful property ; and to the rebels 
he had allowed permiflion either to remain in, or quit 
the Neapolitan dominions. In fhort, the Cardinal had 
pirchafed the reftoration of the throne at a price to 
which it was impoffible to accede. Thefe conditions 
were therefore fet afide by Lord Nelfon, and many 
rebels had beeu apprehended. 

Nothing now was wanting to the re-eftablifhment of 
the King on his throne, and the tranquillity of the city, 
but the expulfion of the French from St Elmo. By 


ts fituation it cannot be taken by ftorm; batteries were 


therefore erected by the Englith and Ruffians, and a 
fevere and conftant fire kept up for ten days. ‘The pa- 
rapets were knocked down, and a great many guns dif- 
mounted, while the fire of the enemy produced little or 
no effect on the -befiegers. Six thirty-two pounders, 
under the” direction of the gallant Captain Hallowell, 
were opened a few days ago within 150 yards of the 
ca{tle, which had fuch a tremendous effect, that after 
two hours battering, a flag of truce was hoifted, and 
the garrifon furrendered. ; 

The above account is taken from the Sun—Other 
papers mention many inftances of cruelty exercifed by 
the Calabrians.—They ftate, that Cardinal Ruyro 
feized on 6 or 700 of the Jacobins, whom he ihut up 
‘in prifon ; that the Calabrians could hardly be reftrain- 
ed from fetting fire to the prifons, and that they perpe- 
trated many fhocking cruelties in the city, fuct ar roatt- 
ing and fleaing alive thofe of the oppofite party.—This 
part of the account, we fufpeét, is {trongly exaggerated. 





INTELLIGENCE FROM CONSTANTINOPLE, 


The people of Constartinople, .in imitation of the Go- 
vernment; vie in attentions to the English, whese Mhnister 
(Mr Spencer Smith) is consulted upon every occasion of im- 
portance. Mr Speering too, is much distinguished by the 
Grand Signior, who has directed that.a ship of 84 guns, one 
of 44, and other vessels on the English principle, shall be im- 
mediately built under his direction. Our letters express an 
extreme degree of horror at the appearance of the heads of the 
French who had fallen at Acre, of which 1600 lay exposed 
in one heap for three days opposite the gate of the Seraglio, 
with inscrijsions over those of three of the Generals, to dis- 
tinguish them from the rest. 

A letter from Mr T. Amaxary, dragoman at Acre, dated 
June I, relates; that on Buonaparte’s retreat from that city, 14 
picces of his cannon, and two mortars, were found concealed 
in the sand.—Buonaparte lost mine generals, and half his army, 
under the walls of Acre, and was obliged to fly, after his in- 
solently men cing a large empire, being defeated chiefly by 
two English ships of war, and some Asiatic troops, which he 
affected to despise. ‘The letter adds, that Buonaparte, joined 
by the garrison of Caiffa, had taken the road to Jaffa; and 


is shortly described in one of our letters, whicly sayd,.severak 
trench soldiers, stimulated by the despair which was universul;
